Less pleasing aspects of such a frank expression of thought as

Why not? Why should not the onion be honored as well as 
the others? And why should it not be honored especially in the 
Southwest, where its cultivation is along phenomenally extensive 
lines and reduced to a fine art? Most people associate the onion 
with fried beefsteak, or with a corner in the back lot, or, perhaps, 
with the whitish green stalks of the spring vegetable display at the 
grocers around the corner. But these people have much to learn. 
They have never seen the great onion farms of Arizona or Texas, 
stretching, as it were, from horizon to horizon; they have never seen 
the southwesterners flocking for an onion harvest; they have never 
seen the loading of the southwestern onion trains; they have never 
felt the influence of the true onion spirit when the crop is big, the 
market 1s high, and the paper of the onion planter is at a premium 
in the southwestern bank. 

However, those who have been in Kansas at corn cutting, in 
Minnesota during the wheat harvest, in Maine at potato digging, 
in Florida when the oranges are yellowing, in Arkansas during the 
paw-paw season, in New [:ngland when the bean is in the bud and 
the squash is in the blossom, must know something of the thrill, 
something of the ecstasy, that comes to the southwesterner when 
the onion is 1n the freight car and the car is northward bound. 

Many they are who charge the onion with ostentatiousness and 
obtrusiveness, who insist that it forces itself into recognition, who 
hold that it is already too often in evidence, and that a whole day 
given over to it would be, as Artemus Ward used to say, “2 mutch.” 
Thus, it will be seen, as regards onions as well as many other things, 
there are all sorts and shades of opinion.

In defense of civil rights promised to Americans, the republic often 
is called upon to go to the defense of its own citizens in foreign 
lands who suffer from administrative decisions and legislative acts 
born of religious antipathies. But the nation 1s not the guardian 
of the civil rights of converts of American missionaries. Were it 
to pretend to be it would be in trouble continually. 

What Japan has most to consider now 1s not the necessity of 
meeting any move Secretary Knox may make, for he has no authority 
in the premises until rights of Americans are said by them to 
have been infringed.

The 
imports of the United Kingdom from the United States in 1911 


‘amounted to $606,112,871, exceeding the imports to the United 


States by $358,376,629. In the same period, however, London 
shipped to this country goods valued at $24,000,000 more than were 
those received by her from American exporters.

The waste of the last twenty 
years upon illegitimate waterway projects and fanciful river and 
harbor “improvements” represents an amount that, if wisely and 
honestly expended, would by this time have carried through to 
completion many important undertakings. 

Congress should not delay in establishing a commission of the 
kind proposed in the Senate amendment. A beginning for it is 
found in the present board of five army engineers for rivers and 
harbors created in 1902. This board needs to be strengthened, both 
as to number and powers. It should be given permanency. Its 
recommendations should have weight with Congress. In short, it 
should practically be the determining factor in all matters relating 
to the improvement of rivers, harbors and canals and the creation

of new waterways.

smaller to larger towns, which, if it were not with Plans 
offset by reverse currents, would bulk even. 
more significantly in contemporary American 
history. Happily in nota few cases the excessive increase of 
the decade must be credited to enlargement of area with conse- 
quent absorption of suburban population. Here is a tendency that 
well-wishers of the country welcome when the dominating motive 
in consolidation is not political and when it implies rational and 
coordinated government in what is essentially a metropolitan area. 

Assuming that this larger urban trend is not to abate it behooves 
cities to standardize modes of living in congested districts, to take 
steps to promote, beyond city bounds, production of food requssite 
in quantity and quality for persons who reside within, to deliberately 
plan surface and sub-surface highways for the easy and safe transit 
of persons and goods, to scatter parks and squares lavishly in and 
through the business as well as residential districts, and to keep open 
against increasing pressure the park areas that were reserved when 
cities were younger. 

Not a moment too soon has the city-planning movement come; 
and any persons fortunate enough to have shared 1n its organization 
and promoted its efficiency can find comfort in the fact that they 
have been as truly patriotic as if they had been engaged on distinc- 
tively national business at Washington. No onlooker at the recent 
national city-planning conference held in Boston could fail to feel 
that enlisted in the movement are an exceptionally virile, far-visioned 
and public-spirited group of men, whose efforts already have 
radically altered the outlook for future American urban growth and 
set models that speedily will be imitated. For the city-planning 
ideal has captured the smaller as well as the larger communities of 


the country. 


AT THE last state election in Rhotle Island 30,570 Democratic 
votes were cast.
